9; As noted in responses to Special 
InteiTOgatories Nos. 7 and 8 above, Dr. Di Massa himself had complete knowledge oif the 
planned changes in the design and manufacture of the Di Massa sleeve.l Dr. Di Massa 
asserts that all member of Stenticor had reason to know of planned chahges in the design 
and manufacture of the Di Massa sleeve. Any reader of the January 1987 issue of Cardio 
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magazine would have reason to have general knowledge of the planned changes in the 
design and manufacture of the Di Massa sleeve. However, Dr. Di Massa will not engage in 
metaphysical speculation as to how much others may know about the Ipi Massa sleeve. Dr. 
DiMassa does not, and can not, know the "sum and substance" of the knowledge of the 
persons identified in this intenogatory.

Stenticor and Stenticor research, was used by defendants in developing 'the Boneau stent. 
Dr. Di Massa cannot be more specific due to defendants' fraudulent cohcealment of their 
use of Dr. Di Massa's research.
